Isabella Adam-on. mother of Warner 
Adain-on. who lived and died nne 
mile this aide ol Crider Station. 
Alexander and Isabella Adamson 
were married in Anstrotlier, *«cot- 
land in the year of isltt. For a 
bridal tour these young people about 
twenty-five and twenty years of age 
rcsj'C'tively. -tarted for We-tern 
Kentucky. For three lung .weary 
months they rode the Atlantic waves 
and lauded in New York. The 
journey from New York to I'itt-hurg 
was made overland and in a road 
wagon. Their earthly posaessions 
were carried w'th them. Arriving 
in i'ittshurg they bought a canoe 
and once more took the water route. 
The journey down the Ohio was 

made mostly at niL'ht to e^eafie death 
at the hands of wild savages. The 
canoe was hauled ashore in the day

rest they found was dnrinL' the day. 
They stopped at a very small tradinj; 
poet to ni^e tone purchases. This 
was Louisville. In pas-iuf? the falls 
the men walked on the shore to 
lighten the load and the young bride, 
Isabella, went down the falls alone. 
\ final landiiif: was effected at Fords 
Ferry and the young man and his 
young bride walked to the jilace 
where they settled and carried their 
good- and chattels.
